ENGLAND WILL NOT HELP US. 


Free Coinage Is the Only Way, and Let 
Other Nations Follow When 
They Get Ready. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 8—The 
World's telegraphic poll of the incoming 
Fiftty-fourth Congress on the three lead- 
ing National issues—free silver coinage, 
bimetalliam or gold monometallism; the 
tariff, and the prinaiple of the income tax, 
attracted much attention in administration 
and general political circles, as it fur- 
nished an instructive forecast of the prob- 
able lines of legislation next winter, and 


also of the prominence each issue will have 
in the next natienal campaign. 
The more conserva Democrats and 


publicans will réturn to power strongly dis- 

posed to remodel certain features of the 

tariff on more highly protective lines, and 

Democrats easily foresee the plans they 
will follow to justify such changes. 

Democrats say that not only will Repub- 

licans make the aggregate of appropria- 

tions higher, but will multiply specific ap- 
ropriations in the matters of public build- 

and river and harbor improvements 
and th e. This licy will serve two 
political purposes. If President Cleveland 
vetoes the special bills the Republicans be- 
lleve such action ] arouse resentment 
against the Democracy in those regions 
to which the appropriations would have 
gone. By placing the aggregate of appro- 

Priations beyond the Treasury’s power to 

meet, the Republicans will seek to force 

the administration to negotiate*: further 
bonds issue, or to accept an increase in the 
tariff on certain articles to meet the ex- 
penses of the government. It is not ex- 
pected that the Republicans will offer any 
currency measures. It is thought they will 
consider nothing in the line of finance ex- 
cept what Mr. Cleveland proposes in a mes- 
sage. 
“I have not much confidence in “nterna- 
tional monetary conferences on the silver 
question,’ said Senator Vest of Missouri 
to-Gay. “The reason is plain. To be suc- 
cessful an international conference must 
secure the support of the great commercial 
wers, and see no possibility of Eng- 
d, the greatest of foreign commercial 
powers, the great creditor of the world, 
entering such a conference favorably dis- 
posed toward silver. The ten billion pounds 
sterling of debts which she holds is an un- 
answerable argument against any action 
on the part of Great Britain looking to- 
wards a lessening of the importance of her 
old standard of value. See how England 
dominated by her landed and titular aris- 
tocracy, and her concentrated capital. I re- 
gard the case as hopeless so far as an in- 
ternational agreement is concerned. 

“But the irrepressible conflict is upon us 
at home. The fight between gold monomet- 
allism and the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1, cannot be averted. I see 
Senators Sherman and Hill talking about 
compromise and bimetaliusm, like wily poli- 
ticians, but no compromise is possible. They 
used to talk about the Crittenden com- 

mise before the war; but it is no time 
or rosewater statesmanship. The conflict 
between the two is as inevitable as was 
the conflict between slavery and freedom, 
and it is useless to try to palliate the situa- 
tion with propositions for international 
conferences. 

“Tt is easy to tell where men stand 
on financial issues. Name any prominent 
men in Missouri, and tell me his financial 
standing and connections and I will tell you 
whether he is a gold man or a silver man. 
If he is a banker or under the thumb of 
a banker, he is for a gold basis. This is the 
situation all over the country. If it is 80 
here, what must it be in Great Britain and 
the continental countries, where the great 
capitalists have been adding to their pow- 
er for over a hundred years. It was said 
that the way to resume specie payments 
was to resume. So it is with the re-estab- 
lishment of bimetallism. The only way to 
secure the rehabilitation of silver is to go 
ahead and give it free coinage with full 
1 tender powers and let, other nations 
follow when they get ready.“ 

“Aan international silver agreement.“ said 
Col. Wm. Morrison, would be an ad- 
vantage not to be calculated to the busi- 
ness and commerce not only of the coun- 
try, but the world. While I have no bright

INSOLENT STATE COMMITTEE. 


Treasurer Stephens Says a Conven- 
tion Will Be Called Over Their Heads. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., June 3.—State 
Treasurer Lc V. Stephens, who is an ardent 
free silver man, said in an interview: 
“I am not surprised at the action of our 


State Committee, but I am, to say the least, 
grieved. I had feared from what I had seen 
coming from the different members gf the 
committee that they were not in sympathy 
with the silver element of the party, and 
would do all in their power to prevent agi- 
tion and organization along those lines. 
Ninety per cent of the Democratic news- 
papers of Missouri are demanding this con- 
vention. Forty counties, at least, through 
their committees and in mass meetings, 
have called upon the State Committee for 
the convention, and every day other coun- 
ties are wheeling into line. 

Jam at a loss to understand the motives 
which actuate the committee in refusing to 
respect these demands coming from the peo- 
ple. I have been anxious for this conven- 
tion, because I see very plainly the people 
want it, and expect it. Where there is any 
opposition at it comes from the politi- 
cians." In our last State platform we 
thought we declared for the free and un- 
limited coinage of silver at 16 to 1. The op- 
position, however, undertake to place a dif- 
ferent construction upon the platform, and 
of late some of our Missourians (derisively 
termed cuckoos) have had themselves inter- 
viewed in the East to the effect that no- 
body in Missouri but a few ignorant back- 
woodsmen were for free silver.

A mortgage for $12,000 with the principal 
and interest payable in gold at the option of 
the holder, has been recently filed with 


County Recorder Charles Becker at Belle- 
ville, St. Clair County, Illinois. The in- 
strument has been the subject of much 
comment among the real estate brokers, 
money: lenders and the lawyers of Belle- 
ville who draw up mo es for their 
cients. It is an unheard of manner of 
drawing a mortgage in St. Clair County, 
with the interest and principal payable in

In addition to the fracture where the 
hammer struck there was a wound on 
Hickey’s right ear, which bled freely. Egan 
emphatically denied having struck him more 
than once, and thought the cut on the ear 
might have been caused by his heavy fall 
on the broken rock. This might have been 
the case. 

Among the prisoners in the quafry very 
little could be learned. The fight was all 
over in half a minute and only a few knew 
— had been a difficulty until Hickey 
e 


Pat Kennedy and Ed Kelleher were tt 
only two prisoners close at hand. They 
heard the few words which passed when 
Hickey grabbed the keg. They heard Egan 
say “give me that keg' when Hickey seized 
it, then they stood up and almost imme- 
diately the fatal blow was struck. Neither 
Kennedy nor Kelleher could say positively 
whether Hickey struck the first blow or 
not, or whether Egan struck him twice with 
the hammer. They said there was a mo- 
mentary struggle for the keg, then they saw 
Egan draw back with the hammer saw 
Hickey fall. 

The whole thing was over so soon that 


there was no chance for any excitement | 


among the prisoners. The guards prompt! 
went to the scene and the men who had 1 
their work were sent back except one or 
two needed to assist in attending to Hickey. 
Egan gave no trouble, but went willingly to 


the calaboose.

Death of Virginia Harrison Castleman. 

Mrs. Virginia Harrison Castleman died at 
the residence of her daughter, Mrs. Dr. Will- 
iam Webb, 3528 Olive street, at 10:30 o’clock 
Sunday morning, in the eighty-eighth year 
of her age.

Rescue Parties Hunting for People 
From the Wrecked Colima. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., June 3—An 
Examiner special from the City of Mexico 
says rescuing parties are still in search 
of survivors of the Colima disaster. N 

Land parties, mounted and foot, are oper- 


ating in the vicinity of Ixtoanuacan, Laru- 
ata, Zacatula, and as far south as Nuevos, 
while the people all along the coast of 
Acapulco have information of the disaster 
and have been asked to take partioular 
care to patrol the beach wherever possible. 

Not only are the sea and coast lines to 
be rigidly scoured, but other parties are 
operating on horseback as far inland as 
ten miles in hopes of encountering more of 
the still living, who may have found shelter 
in some of the small Indian villages. It 
is believed by many that a number of the 
passengers, mad from their terrible ex- 
periences and the keen bereavements on 
reaching land, have gone wandering about, 
As many of the passengers were unable 
to 8 ish, they could not make 
known their position, and therefore would 
be helpless among these simple but kindly 
Indians along the coast country. 

It will not be s e if some inland 
rescues are made in the early part of the 
present week. SurvfiVors who have reached 
Manzanillo say that Capt. Pitts of the 
steamship San Juan should have cruised 
at least two days longer on the discovery 
of the wreck, and believe that a good many 
others could have been picked up that 
since have perished. There are hopes that 
others may have reached shore at Point 
San Telmo. 

The steamer Mazatlan returned to Man- 
zanillo from the wreck yesterday.

HARRINGTON MURDER. 


Was a Former Resident of 
Chieago. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Cal, June 3.—The 

police are still looking for the murderer 

of Miss Nellie Harrington, whose mutilated 


body was found in her house on Ellis street 


Saturday. The woman had been stabbed 
and beaten to death with some blunt in- 
strument. A picture of ex-State Senator 
L. W. Buck was found in her room. He 
is a prominent fruit grower of the State. 
The persons living in the house identified 
the picture of Buck as that of the man 
who had frequently called on Miss Harring- 
ton and taken her out driving. 

The police sent to Senator Buck’s house, 
in Oakland, and requested him to come to 
San Francisco and tell what he knows 
of the case.

He 
is suffering from concussion of the brain, 
and has not yet been able to tell what he 
knows of the Harrington murder. The 
case has caused a sensation, owing to the 
prominence of ex-Senator Buck.

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LACK OF CONFIDENCE. 


In an interview on Saturday night’s ac- 
tion of the State Democratic Committee,

“VICK BARKER.”’ 


In the very interesting article in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch, giving the names 
and occupations of the members of the 
Democratic State Central Committee, ap- 
peared the following cabalistic words: 

“Harvey W. Salmon, Member From 
the Sixth District, Vice Barker, Clinton, 
Mo.“ 

No doubt many brains in Missouri are 
weary to-day after wrestling for twenty- 
four hours with that. mysterious an- 
nouncement. What it means, what it was 
intended for, what was being driven at by 
the writer or the versatile printer, are a 
few of the questiors suggested by this 
entry in the list, but which no man not 
in the secret can satisfactorily answer.

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THE COMMERCIAL TRAVELERS. 


When President John A. Lee of the 
Travelers“ Protective Association in a 
recent address extolled the influence of 
the commercial travelers as a great force 
in civiligation and progress, it is doubt- 
ful if he, enthusiastic as he has been in 
promoting the growth of the associa- 
tion, realized what strength of organiza- 
tion and eoncentration the commercial 
traveler would acquire. 

The meeting of the association at San 
Antonio will prove a fevelation to the 
general public. Within two years after 
the founding of the National Associa- 
tion the membership of the organization 
has grown from 3,946 to 10,600, with sub- 
ordinate organizations in thirty-two 
States and ninety-eight large cities. 
President Lee’s address shows in detail 
the record of this growth and of re- 
markable success in business manage- 
ment. It shows also the beginning ot the 
work the association can do, and is des- 
tined to do in securing better facilities for 
travel and trade in this country, and:

IN THE SUPREME COURT. 


Several Interesting Decisions by the 
National Tribunal. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—In the Supreme 
Court to-day Justice Gray announced the de- 
cision of the court in the case of Henry Hil- 
ton and others vs. Guyot, liquidator of the 
estate of Fortin & Co., involving the valid- 


ity of foreign judgments, reversing the de- 
cision of the court below and N the 
case for trial in the Circuit Court of the 
Southern District of New York. Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller and Justices Harlan, Brewer and 
Jackson dissented, the court then standing 
5 to 4, the majority being Gray, Field. 
Brown, Shiras and White. 

Justice Gray also announced the decision 
in the Ritchie case, aftirming the decision of 
the court below. This was a case involving 
the validity of a judgment of a Canadian 
court. 

Chief Justice Fuller handed down the 
opinion of the court in the case of the 

nited States vs. Burr and Hardwick, in- 
volving the date when the present tariff law 
went into effect. The decision was that this 
did not occur until Aug. 28, 1894, when tlie 
bill became a law, notwithstanding the law 
itself fixed the date as A g. 1. The case 
was regarded by the Government as one of 
great importance, and by special arrange- 
ment it was advanced to a speedy hearing.

Interesting Remains of Noble Civiliaz- 
tion in Italy. 


Special Correspondence of the Post- Diapa teh. 

POMPEII, May 12.—There is a shabby 
little hotel just outside the walls of Pom- 
peli. And a certain chamber, one window 
of which looks out on the tall pines, while 
another discloses a lovely country road 
leading to Sorrento, and a door opens on 
a terrrace from which one may touch the 
very walls of Pompeli. On the terrace are 
table and seats and flowers and shade from 
overhanging tree tops. 

We find our way inside the gates in prop- 
er fashion, although.a much simpler way 
would be to scale the wall from our ter- 
race, and we go through Pompell as 
chance leads, since it pleases better 80. 
Here are the same stepping stones, three 
in a row, across the street, as of old. Here 
the larger stones blocking the way instead 


of a pears. “No chariots allowed on this 
street.“ Here and there a fountain where 
three streets meet, no two alike in the de- 
signs which ornament and 

them. We come to the ruins of a temple.

SPRINGFIELD, In., June 3.—Chairman 
Hinrichsen of the State Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee to-day states that the silver 
convention to be held here Wednesday will 
be largely attended by both delegates and 
citizens m all over this and adjoining 
States. Every county has held or called con- 
ventions, and by to-morrow evening the

above ratio. The chairman does not 
believe any other question will can- 
vassed besides that of the curréncy question 
and no other work done by the convention. 
Harmony and unanimity will prevail. The 
House of Representatives will adjourn over 
for two days until the convention has met 
and the hall has been straightened up. An 
enormous attendance is anticipated. 

It is sald that at the meeting the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Democratic State 
Central Committee held here some weeks 
ago it was decided to give the chairman- 
ship of the free silver convention to a 
Southern Illinois man.

Ketchum claims to have 
shot in self-defense. His story is that while 
making his rounds he saw Lorenz and sev- 
eral others sitting on the steps of a Pullman 
car. He ordered them to vacate, and all 
obeyed save Lorenz, who refused to inove. 

He then got on the platform to put the 
trespasser off and the latter reached for his 
hip pocket. Supposing Lorenz had a pistol, 
Ketchum says he grappled with him. Lor- 
enz took his club away from him and threw 
him from the car on his back. Lorenz then 
jumped to the ground and was going to 
strike the prostrate watchman when the lat- 
ter drew his gun and fired. ) 

He missed his mark the first time ard 
-Lorenz sought shelter behind a telegraph 
pole. From this point of vantage Lorenz 
threw stones at*Ketchum, one of which 
struck him over the left eye, cutting a gash. 
Ketchum fired a second shot, which struck 
Lorenz in the left breast just below the 
nipple. Without stopping to see whether he 
had hit his mark, Ketchum went to the 
hydrant and began to bathe his face. He 
was told Lorenz was dead. He telephoned 
for an ambulance and surrendered to the 
Fifth District police. 

Besides the wound in his forehead, 
Ketchum was found to be suffering from a 
severe contusion on the left thigh, another 
on the right arm and a third in the sinall of 
the back. They were all received during the 
scuffie with his victim. Dr. * 
the wounds at the Dispensary and Ketchum 
was locked up at the Four Courts to await 
the action of the Coroner’s jury. 

Fred Anderson, a young colored man, saw 
the shooting.

Denver Is Preparing for Its Mining and 
8 Industrial Exposition. 


DENVER, Colo., June 3.— The managers 
of the proposed Mining and Industrial Ex- 
position have issued a statement to the 
public setting forth what has already been 
accomplished and what it is proposed to do. 
They say: a 

The results to date of the canvass for 
subscriptions justify the statement that 
ample financial aid will be obtained and the 
gelection of site ends the important pre- 
liminary work of thte committee, and with 
this announcement the exposition is now 
practically assured. Active work will be- 


gin at once. 

Among the reasons urged for holding an 
exposition at this time were: 

1. To commemorate the close of the cen- 
tennial of the purchase of the territory of 
Louisiana. 

2. To celebrate the progress of the trans- 
Mississippi country in tis mining, agri- 
cultural, educational, manufacturing, his- 
torical and industria! features. 

3. To celebrate Colorado’s twentieth 
niversury as a State. 

One hundred and twenty acres in the city 
park and thirty acres of State school land 
adjoining has been selected as the site for 
the exposition. It is about twelve minutes’ 
ride from the heart of the city and the 
street car lines leading to it can deliver 
25,000 passengers per ‘hour. 

The exposition will be opened July 1, 1896, 
and closed on Nov. 1, 18%. Suitable build- 
ings will be provided for exhibits, ag fol- 
lows: Mines and mining, mechanical arts, 
manufactures, agriculture, live stock, lib- 
eral arts, archaeology and ethnology, fine 
arts. 

Many States and counties will prepare 
collective exhibits in separate buildings 
erected by them. 

Foreign villages will also be installed 
where people of various countries will carry 
on the trades and amusements of their 
daily life ‘and in their own unique and 
primitive way. After 1896, it is the intention 
to hold an exposition each year and to 
maintain the buildings and their contents. 

It is expected that the Federal authorities 
will erect a handsome building in which to 
exhibit imporiant collections pertaining to 
the several departments of the Government 
and the Smithsonian Institution.

POLICE SAY SUICIDE. 


Andrew Jung Was Not Murdered on 
the Oity of Vicksburg. 


Investigation by the police of the finding 
of a hat and revolver on the deck of the 
steamer City of Vicksburg early Sunday 
morning resulted in nothing to substantiate 


the theory that a murder had been com- 
mitted. Giles M. ‘Talbot and Henry- Hall, 
roustabouts who discovered the 
revolver and who notified the police 
and were thereu held pending an inves- 
tigation, were eased at 10 o’clock Sunday 
night. ey stated that about 11 o’clock 
Saturday night, while cleaning the boat, 
they heard a pistol shot, followed immedi- 
ately by a lash, as though something 
heavy had fallen into the water. They did 
not investigate, and in fact, they thought 
— more of the matter until they dis- 
covered the hat and revolver the next morn- 
ing. An examination of the hat by the po- 
lice resulted in finding a piece of paper at- 
tached to the inside band on which the ad- 
dress 209% Benton street, was written. 

It was found that Peter Jung and his fam- 
ily lived at the above number, but they were 
not at home, having gone to Belleville, III. 
It was learned by egraph a little later 
that Andreas Jung, 4 saloonkeeper of Belle- 
ville, was missing. His brother, Peter, who 
was in Belleville, was notified of the finding 
of the revolver and hat with the address 
attached and requested to return at once 
to St. Louis. On his arrival at the Four 
Courts he tively identified the hat as 
that of his brother. The revolver was also 
identified as one which his brother had bor- 
rowed a few days before from a friend in 
Belleville n Shoemaker Weisenburn. 

Jung at once jumped to the conclusion 
that his brother had been murdered. He 
said that his brother had a fine gold watch 
and always cafried a large amount of money 
and that he had undoubtedly been mur- 
dered with robbery as the motive.
